Flslilug- Schooner Buns Down a 


Pilot Boat 


And Sinks Her, Drowning- Three

Only One Saved to Tell

BOSTON, Jan. 0. The Gloucester fish- 


ing schooner Horace B. Parker, Captain 
w. 11. l nonius, arrived this morning,and 
reported having been In collision with 
the Boston pilot boat A. J. Luwler, No
